Congress Still Impatient at the Delay But 


Expects His Message Tomorrow, 


Consul General Lee Sends For Ships. Americans 


Cannot Be Moved From Cuba For 


Several Days, 


(Special Dispatch to The TrjnscHpt.) 


Washington, April 5,—The conditions 


are more peacelite in the Mpitol todfcy. 
Everybody is content to wait until toDaor- 
row when the President's menage will 
doubtless be received. Congregs !• show- 
ing an unexpected patience and the pros- 
pects of a peaceful solution of present 
difficulties is brighter. There are rumors 
of plans for papal mediation, and more 
authoritative rumors of plans for medita- 
tion by some of the European powers, es- 
pecially Austria, France and Great Brit- 
ain. 


It is considered probable that the presi- 


dential message will recommedl the re- 
cognition of Cuban independence, but will 
stop abort of recommendation of armed 
intervention in Cuba. What reference, if 
any, will be made to the Maine case has 
not been learned with positivenesi. 


Members of President McKinley's cabi- 


net and his friends in congress however 
state positively today that it will deal 
vigorously with the question, will include 
the Maine incident and will make definite 
recommendations to congress, one of 
which will be- the recognition of Cn ban 
ndep endence.

Time Needed In Havana. 


Washington, Ap»il 5,—The senate com- 


mittee on foreign relations WM prompt in 
getting together today. 
The meeting 


was for the special pn p 3»e of deciding 
whether the committee should make its 
report on the Cuban situation today or 
postpone that action until after the presl-. 
dent's menage shall have been received 
tomorrow. 


There has been much impatience 


over the delay on the part of som6 
of 
the 
members 
of 
the 
cam- 


sxittee, 
notably 
Senator 
Frye. 


The senators wanted to report on Men- 
day and they were restrained with great 
difficulty on the promise that the mes- 
sage in all probability would be sent 
today. Other members of the committee, 
while as anxious to report, have felt that 
the president should be given time to 
prepare his message, and later have 
shown a disposition to extend this time so 
as to get our consuls out of Cuba safely. 


In view of all the circumstances the 


committee lost little time in reaching the 
conclusion to delay its report until the 
message should be received tomorrow. 


The document Will be referred to the 


committee immediately upon its presen- 
tation in th« senate and it will be re- 
ported back to the senate as promptly aa 
circumstances will permit. 
The only 


circumstance that may change the deter- 
mination of the committee to report in 
favor of intervention and independence is 
lhe possibility of the President's recom- 
mending a cdntrary course. 


The home committee on foreign affairs 


met this morning. Capt&in Sigsbee, Ad- 
miral Irwin and several experts in explo- 
sives had been summoned to give testi- 
mony regarding the bio win? up of the 
Maine. ^ Captain Sigsbee was the fl-st 
wiineas*zamined. Representative Quigsr 
of New York, before he entered the com- 
mittee room, said Spain would be held 
responsible for the blowing up of the 
Maine. He is in favor ot reporting a 
resolution instructing the president to 
driVa Spain from the western hemisphere. 
An invitation to the senate committee on 
foreign relations to meet in joint session 
to secure concerted action, baa not, up to 
the present time, been accepted.

Havana, April 5.—the situation here 


grows more critical and th» Americans 
are becoming panic-stricken. 
Consul 


General Lao's request sent to Washington 
for vessels la which to transport Ameri- 
can citizens home is imperative, and it is 
vital that it be granted with all possible 
haste. The tiache and Blake are ex- 
pected today to carry these Americans to 
Key West» but these ships have not the 
capacity to carry them all. General Lee 
will charter for the purpose the first 
American steamers which heave in sight. 


General Lee has sent for steamers ot the 


Plant Line to be placed at his disposal. 
The other American consuls on the island 
are also demanding ships for the same 
purpose. Many Cuban families, also, are 
hurrying from the island. The steamers 
cannot carry the number of persons who 
are clamoring for passage tickets. 


POWEKS WILL, NOT ACT. 


Great Britain Refu»e«. Plan Wa» of 


Spanish. Orlgtat 


London, April 6.—The movement of the 


powers of Europe for a joint offer of me- 
diation between the United States and 
Spain has received a severe and probably 
atal rebuff in the form ot a definite re- 
fasal upon the part Of the British govert- 
ment to participate in it. 


Many conflicting and erroneous hints re- 


garding this scheme to bring the Spanish 
Amesican qaarrel under the jurisdiction 
of the concert of Europe have been tele- 
craghed from the different European cap- 
itals. Front the highest anthoritles The 
Associated Press has obtained an outline 
oEtha details of the movenient, which has 
been learned by London diplomats. 


The project la distinctly of Spanish 


origin and was set on foot by two in- 
fluences, official and personal, the for- 
mer requesting the good] office* of chan- 
cellories of Europe to prevent war, while 
the queen regent attempted personally 
I) influence the sovereign* It is nnder- 
s ood that the tenor of these communica- 
tions was to the effect that European in- 
terests are threatened by what Spain 
terms "the pretentious of the United 
States to the right to interfere in 
colonial matters." 


Capt. Sigsbee in the course of his ex-

The 
intimation is thrown out tbat a declara- 
tion of war will not be made jost yet in 
any event, because Consul General Lee 
has cabled that it will require several days 
to get Americans off the island. 


The members of the house have been 


informed that vessels been despatched to 
Havana to take off Gen. Lee and consular 
officers as well M Americans who desire 
to leave the island. 


In response to a request from General 


Lee, the treasnr^ department has notified 
the quarantine officer at Havana to per- 
mit all American who desire to do so to 
leave Havana without a certificate of ex- 
amination. 


Washington, April 6.—Regarding the 


Pope's intervention, it can again be reit- 
erated that no such proposals have been 
made to this government. If any is to be, 
it must be between Spain and the inea-- 
gents. 


The Pope'a flle«««Ke Awaited. 


Madrid, April 5.— It appears that further 


negotiations are progressing. The abso- 
lute deadlock which seemed to have been 
reached yesterday evening has for a 
moment been removed, though no arm- 
istice has yet been proclaimed. The 
family of the second secretary of the 
United States legation starts for Paris 
today. Mrs. Woodford holds her usual 
reception this afternoon. 


The minister of foreign affairs, Senor 


Cullon, in an Interview just obtained said 
the Spanish government is expecting the 
speedy arrival of a note from the Vatican 
ia which the Pope »natd indicate the 
plan he proposes to terminate the pres- 
ent situation. 


Borne, Auril 5.—It is authoritatively 


stated taat the Pope's proposed terms 
are such as can be accepted by Spain and 
supported by United States Minister 
Woodford in forwarding them to the 
president. _ 


Emphatife fi-oliif Ptt«r«d. 


New York, April 5.— At a meeting ot 


the N«w Tork Baptist Ministers' con- 
ference yesterday the following reso- 
lution was unanimously adopted. 
"In 


view of the published suggestion from 
Madrid that the pope mediate between 
Spain and the United States In the Span- 
ish and Cuban difficulty, we, the mem- 
bers of the Mew Tork Baptist ministers' 
conference, desire to utter our emphatic 
protest against any present or future 
recognition of the pope by our govern- 
ment. 
We regard such recognition aa 


in direct violation of the principle of 
separation between the church and the 
state which has been thoughtfully 
adopted by us. It would be a precedent 
likely to be used In the future to our 
discomfort, If not to the discomfort of 
our civic affairs. 
While appreciating 


the propriety of his counselling tva 
church which recognizes him as its re- 
ligious Instructor and head, we do not 
regard him as having any office with 
which our government should hold offi- 
cial relations."

His holiness 
has already sent to the qneen regent a 
touching appeal for peace 4nd an armis- 
aticeinCuba. He dwelt on the sufferings 
In the island and urged her majesty to 
take action on humanitarian, not on 
political grounds. The Pope added that 
"as the father of all the faithful" he 
could not intervene unless a stop was put 
to "shedding the blood of those who are 
God's sous." Therefore, lift asked for a 
suspension of hostilities.

PRESIDENT'S DISPOSITION. 


Anxloni to Obtain Hearty Co-Operation 


of tbe Congressmen. 


'"Waihlrigtonr April 5.—The president's 
purpose was to make no recomsaendatlon 
In his message, except for the relief of 
the reconcentrados, and to trust to his 
statement of facts and arguments upon 
the review of the situation and the his- 
tory of the matter to so impress congress 
as to prevent hostile action by it at this 
time. He was told by conservatives, as 
much opposed to war and desirous of a 
peaceful Settlement as he himself, that 
this might not be effective, since the ma- 
jority of congress, even though made of 
h minority of Bepublicans in combination 
with Democrat* and other elements, 
would simply Ignore such a message, and 
pass one of the extreme warlike resolu- 
tions, if not an actual declaration of 
war, which would defeat his whole pur- 
post. 
The president thought at first that the 


pressure from the country would-prevent 
this, but he became satisfied yesterday 
that It would not, although It would 
suffice to induce & majority of congress 
made up of the Republicans and some 
of the Democrats to follow President 
McKinley, If he |hould recommend 
measures In the line of the congres- 
sional desire, but much short of the ex- 
tremes. 


The Republican managers will prob- 


ably have to make the resolution cover 
the recognition of independence, as well 
as discretionary intervention, in order

Checked Purtult With Two Revolver* and 


Escaped. 


Boston, April 5.—A mysterious mur- 


der was done last night at the drug 
store under the United States hotel. 
There were only two people present when 
the deed was committed. One was the 
man who was killed and the other was 
the man who killed him. The latter is 
at large. 


It is thought that the murderer tried 


to rob the murdered man. 
The latter 


was stabbed, it is thought, just when he 
Vra* getting the best of the robber. 


Th» murdered man is Charles Lament 


Russell, 85 years old, who lived with 
his wife and two children in Roslindale. 
He was a clerk In the drug store of Will- 
iam A. Church, at Beaeh and Lincoln 
streets, under the United States ho- 
tel, and had werkei in the store for 
several years. 


The motive for the crime, t%e police 


say, was the "result of jealousy," or 
some standing grudge, as no attempt 
was made to loot the place, which could 
have easily been accomplished, aa the 
outer door of the safe stood open. 


The murder took place when the streets 


in the vicinity were well filled with peo- 
ple. Those near the store saw R«es«H 
struggling with a man In his endeavor 
apparently to push him from the store. 
The two raen, however, reached the 
street very quickly, and then Russell 
was seen to fall on his face on the side- 
walk, while the unknown man started 
down Beach street on the run. Three 
young men who were quite near the 
fetors and saw the struggle between the 
two men, instead of running to the pros- 
trate form of Russell, started after his 
supposed 
assailant. 
They 
almost 


reached Mm, when he suddenly turned 
and, pulling Jwo revolvers 
from his 


pocket, ordered them to stand back. 
They stopped at ence before the desper- 
ate man, but as he again started to run 
they bravely followed In pursuit. The 
chase led .them to the Boston and Al- 
bany railroad station, through which 
the man ran until he reached the end of 
the train shed. Here the man doubled 
on his pursuers and disappeared toward 
the south end. 


In the meantime Russell had been con- 


veyed back to the store, but he was dead 
even before he was lifted from the side- 
walk. A hasty examination revealed a 
deep knife wound in the abdomen which 
undoubtedly severed an artery. Mr, 
Chapin, th* jreprietor ofHhe store, ar- 
rived shortly afterwards, and after a 
hasty examination stated that while the 
man might hare been trying to, rob the 
Store no cash was missing. 


Later the police arrested a man, who 


gave his name as Charles Bfrown, on 
suspicion, but the three meri-T*ho chased 
Russell's assailant failed to identify 
him. As there was no one in the store 
at the time of the assault, the circum- 
stances leading to it are unknown and 
until the missing man is apprehended 
will probably not be known. 


Bav State Legislature. 


Boston, April 5 —By a vote of 79 to 


E6 the house of representatives yester- 
day ordered to a third reading the bill 
to limit the number of places here which 
may be licensed for the sale of intox- 
icating liquors to one for each 1000 popu- 
lation. 
If this bill should become a 


law the number of licenses in Boston 
•« ould be reduced by one-half, the limit 
In this city now being one license for each 
COO population. The proposed law makes 
no change in the cities and towns out- 
side of Boston. 


The bill providing for the temporary 


release qC children from truant schools, 
in cases where their parents are serious- 
ly sick, was engrossed by the senate 
without debate. 


The most Important matter acted upon 


was the bill extending the scope of the 
weekly payment law. The bill extends 
the operation of the weekly payment 
law to include employing contractors 
and manufacturers. On a yea and nay 
vote is was accepted—16 to 14. 


Senator George had a bill substituted 


for an adverse report, which provides 
that the appointment and removal of 
license commissioners shall be by the 
mayor, subject to the approval of the 
board of aldermen. 


The bill to authorize the erection and 


maintenance of dams across streams not 
navigable, for making of Ice ponds, was 
discussed at length, copiously amended 
and rejected on a yea and nay vote—IS 
to 18.

Bo Has Been p Flghtlne Mao, Mid • Good 
'One, ai Well as • Politician—9. B. «a»- 
lnw»7 and the Presidency of tbe New 
York Central. 


SEW YORK, April 6.—[Special,]—It may 


be that' many persons throughout the 
United States have forgotten that the 
Hon. Stewart L. Woodford, wTiose diplo- 
matic ability it was hoped would prove 
sufficient to prevent hostilities with Spain, 
is himself a fighting man with a record 
that any good American might well be 
proud of. 


In 1862, while serving as assistant 


United States district attorney for the 
United States in the southern district of 
New York, bis patriotism prompted him 
to offer his services to tbe government in 
tbe capacity of private soldier. This he 
did by enlisting in the ranks of tbe One 
Hundred and Twenty-seventh New York 
volunteers. Tbe company oifwbiab be was 
a member, however, insisted in making 
him its captain, and bis conduct while 
serving in that rank was BO gallant as to 
win promotion to a colonelcy having com- 
niand of the One Hundred and Third 
United States colored troops. Later he 
received tbe brevet rank of brigitdier gen- 
eral and served with great distinction in 
the Army of tbe Potomac and the Army 
of the South. While connected with this 
branch of .'the Federal forces be acted as 
chief of sfofi to General Qilmore. 


When ibe Union army captured Charles- 


ton, he was created military governor of 
tbe city and afterward beld a similar 
position in Savannah. His splendid ad- 
ministrative ability enabled him quick- 
ly to bring order out of tbe miserable 
chaos which reigned at tbe beginning of 
his incumbency in each, and on Aug. 83, 
1865, when be resigned hli commission in 
the army to resume tbe practice of law, 
tbe municipal governments 
of both 


Charleston and Savannah were in excel- 
lent shape. General Woodford is a native 
of tbis city and has lived here all his life. 
His politics have always been Bepublican, 
and he has received many honors at the 
hands of bis fellow citizens. In 1865, only 
a. few days after his resignation of his 
place in the army, be was nominated to 
the post of lieutenant governor on the 
ticket with Reuben E. Fenton and was 
elected by a handsome plurality. He was 
then only 30 and was tbe youngest man 
who had ever sat In tbe lieutenant govern- 
or's chair. 


General Woodford is very popular in 


New York, and his course while serving 
as ernbassador to Spain haj been watched 
with great interest. He will undoubtedly 
receive a rousing welcome whenever he 
returns.The Central's New President. 


Doubtless >the New York Central with 


some other man than Obauncey M. Depew 
as its official head will be as great a rail- 
road as ever. Indeed it is well understood 
that the plan is to develop it far beyond 
the present mark as to physical condition 
and general efficiency, but doubtless, too, 
if will be some time before it will bo easy 
to think of S. B. Galloway sitting in the 
president's chair. 


S. R. Callaway, by the bye, is lacking 


as to a certain qualification that is said to 
have stood the retiring president in excel- 
lent ateacftrom the beginning of bis rail- 
road career to the present time. Mr. De- 
pew's potency when words are the weapons 
has become proverbial, but Mr. Callaway 
is not an accomplished talker. It may be, 
therefore, that Mr. Depew's most impor- 
tant duty in the past, that of general 
spokesman for the bouse of Vanderbilt, 
particular!; with regard to the newspaper 
men, will continue as of yore during his 
incumbency of tbe chairmanship to which 
he has been promoted. In that case tbe 
change, so far as outsiders are concerned, 
Will not be one of great moment, and this 
will surely be pleasing to correspondents 
and reporters, for if there ever was a veri- 
table human mine of gopd copy Mr. De- 
pew has been "it." 


Mr. Callawny differs radically from Mr, 


Depew in another way. Depew anecdotes 
have always been plentiful, picturesque 
and salable. Callaway anecdotes do not 
exist. You might as well look for nego- 
tiable incidents in tbe career of a first class 
stationary steam engine as in that of Mr. 
Callaway. Tbis is not said in disparage- 
ment either to Mr. Callaway or the steam 
engine; it is simply the fact. Both do their 
work systematically, steadily and with- 
out either fuss or feathers. Neither of them 
goes outside tbe regular line of duty in 
any circumstance whatever. In short, Mr. 
Gallaway's greatest peculiarity consists in 
the facj that be is without peculiarities. 
His dress is neat at all times, but never 
such as to attract undue attention, and 
bis manners are quiet in the last degree. 


Callaway a. Practical Railroad MM. 
Mr. Callaway is a practical railroad 


man. He began at one of the lower runga 
of the ladder, and he has reached one of 
tho higher ones while still comparatively 
young. Whatever be has sot out to do ever 
since he held an inconspicuous place in 
tho operating department of tho Grand 
Trunk has been done and done as it should 
be. When he took hold of the Lake Shore 
road, its physical condition, though not 
nearly as. unsatisfactory as the Central's 
when H. Walter Webb became third vice 
president sdme years earlier, was far from 
what it should be. It is now in fine con- 
dition, as was demonstrated by Mr. Calla- 
way somewhat more than a year ago when 
in a trial fast run from Chicago to New 
York the best sustained speed was made 
on the Lake Shore and not the New York 
Central. 


It will undoubtedly be expected of Mr. 


Callaway that ho shall take up and carry 
on the work of improvement on tbe Cen- 
tral that was so regretfully laid down by 
Mr. Webb. It was tho intention of tbe 
latter to bring tbe Central up to a higher 
level of physical excellence even than tbe 
Pennsylvania's, and bo has made' sucb 
progress that it will need all of Mr. Calla- 
ifay's special knowledge and well known 
ability to push things to continue tbe 
work an it has been begun. 


Of course he will try. bard to increase 


the speed, and it is said by those who 
know him that hud be been in charge 
when tho special newspaper train over the 
Brie wiped up tbe Central's special train 
in a race to Buffalo not very long ago tj.o 
•hoe would have been on the other foot. 


That defeat on its own ground has been 


a soro topic with the Central's men ever 
since. It should not be set down on tbe 
wrong side of Mr. Webb's account, bow- 
ever, for be was tben absent from bis post, 
or just returned from a vsoatlon taken In 
the hope of recovering his health that be 
might go on with bis work as third vloe 
president.

Webb's pet bopos that he might in time 
become president of the road.

A comparison of prices of nearly 
all farm products on March 10,1898, with 
July 10, 1896, the date of the adoption of 
the Chicago platform, shows an advance 
of from 15 to 50 per cent, while silver has 
meantime fallen from 69 3-8 cents- per 
ounce to 541-4 cents.

A FORTUNATE PHASE OF IT. 


The country may especially congratu- 


late itself today upon its rejection of the 
free-silver proposition in 1593.

That gold would have disappeared from 
the currency of the country, meantime, 
is equally apparent. That ltv would be 
impossible to sell bonds at par or any- 
thing like par under an administration 
that proposes to redeem them in silver 
coin is equally evident. That silver and 
paper, based upon silver, would be the 
only currency, nobody familiar with 
financial history or conditions in coun- 
tries having the silver standard doubts. 


With no gold In the treasury and none 


In the country, with bonds unmarketable 
because of an assurance that they would 
be paid only in silver at 16 to 1, and a cur- 
rency similar in value to that of Mexico 
today, where the dollar is worth 45 cents, 
and war staring us in the face as at pres- 
ent, we should be in an absolutely help- 
less condition and the Isnghing stock of 
the civilized world, 
*

The Matter of Privateering-—Seizure* at 


Sea—Coaling Naval Shlpi—Our Previous 
War Experience*—Hostilities Ciually Be- 
gin Without Formal Declaration of War. 


WASHINGTON, April 5.—[Special.]—War 


is a great game. Fully one hall of all tbe 
•written international law has direct or In- 
direct bearing upon hostilities between na- 
tions 
Most of tbe wars of history hava 


come without a previous formal doclara- 
tion thereof by either party. Previous to 
the present crisis the United States had 
formally declared war only pnoa, and that 
was against Great Britain to 1813. A lim- 
ited or inferential declaration against 
France w'as made in 1708, when that 
country was harassing our commerce and 
levying unjust duties upon our ships in 
her ports. But after congress had author- 
ized the president to equip an emergency 
army the evils complained of were abated, 
and no hostilities followed. 


The War of 18H. 


In 1813 tbe aggressions of Great Britain 


had become intolerable, and after a pro- 
longed and bitter debate congress, on the 
18th of Jane, passed an aot declaring war. 
There was opposition in both houses. The 
Mexican war began without any formal 
declaration, as of course did tbe war be- 
tween the state*. This war was actually 
in progress from March to Hay, 1846, but 
the first congressional recognition of it 
•waa in May, when the two houses passed a 
law authorizing tbe president to raise an 
army. After the cessation of wars which 
start without formal declaration the courts 
are always called in to decide the exact 
date on which hostilities began, as impor- 
tant settlements of admiralty and other 
cases depend wholly upon tbe date of out- 
break of war. 


Some of tbe best writers on interna- 


tional law hold that when war breaks out 
it is the duty of each of the powers to give 
safe conduct out of port to any vessels of 
the enemy which may chance to be visit- 
ing there1. This applies onere especially to 
war which comet through formal declara- 
tion and is based wholly upon justice and 
humanity. If a naval vessel of Spain were 
in New York harbor, for instance, it 
would be the duty of our government to 
give her safe escort out to sea, because she 
had come into the harbor upon a friendly 
mission and should not be trapped and de- 
stroyed in a barbaric manner simply be- 
cause tbe two nations chanced to go to war 
while she was there. It would be just as 
indecent to regard a ship as legitimate 
prey of war under such circumstances as 
It would be to attack and kill or capture a 
naval or military officer of Spain woo 
might happen to be in this country when 
war broko out. 


On; Experience With France. 


It is a rather strange clrcumstanoo tbat 


the only wars with a European power in 
which the United States has hitherto en- 
gaged wore \v itb Great Britain, onr moth- 
er country, and now the nation with which 
we'aro least likely to have trouble. True, 
wo were dangerously near to war with 
France 100 yeara ago. Technically war 
did exist, for in February, 1790, the, 
French frigate Ii'Insurgente captured the 
American schooner Retaliation and WM 
in turn herself captured by the United 
States frigate Constitution, "Old Iron- 
sides." Later on the Constitution had an 
engagement with another French frigate 
of 60 guns, and, though the American had j 
but 80 guns, the Frenchman* struck his 
colors after a loss of 160 men, Killed and 
wounded. 
In the night, however, the 


Frenchman escaped. Though there was 
no declaration of war on the part of tbe 
United States or France, captures were 
made and prisoners exchanged. Yet no 
general war followed, and these were the 
or.!? collisions of any seriousness between 
the naval powers of the two nations.

It IB hero tbat 
danger of coin plications with foreign pow- 
ers exists. 
While International law is 


cloudy as to come of the points of right, 
the general proposition is gound that goods 
Intended, directly or indirectly, for the 
enemy's support may be seized wherever 
found. But ordinary trade not in articles 
contraband of war may bo stopped only by 
blockade, and this blockade must be some- 
thing more than a mere paper blockade. It 
must consist of actual physical closing of 
the ports of tho enemy by means ftf war- 
ships. 


An important point is as to supplying 


coal. Tbe practice of nations is not well 
settled, and trouble is at any time likely 
to arise over this phase of naval opera- 
tions. The ships of the United States can 
run Into our own ports for coal, but where 
rould Spanish, ship* get coal in case their 
bunkers were empty while on this aide the 
Atlantiof In Cuban ports, if there was coal 
enough there and if the United States fleets 
had not blockaded them ; in our own ports, 
provided tbe , Spaniards could capture 
them, but not in tbe ports of neutral na- 
tions — not in Brazil or Central America 
or Mexico or the Bahamas. 


The best authorities agree that coal may 


be sold to the ships of a belligerent in a 
neutral port, but only for the purpose of 
enabling the ships to reach their home 
ports. Any supply beyond this is illegal. 
For instance, it Spanish ships operating 
along our coaata run out of coal they may 
get at Halifax or Naaiau a new supply 
sufficient to take them baok to Spain, but 
not for the purpose of continuing their 
offensive movements against the United 
States. All such questions come under the 
rule which forbids belligerent ships to use 
neutral port* as "a base of operations " 
They may run into neutral ports in stress 
of "weather or for minor purposes or to get 
provisions and fuel with which to reach 
home, but not to carry on their campaign 
against tbe enemy.

BICYCLE BAGGAGE CAR. 


It Will Gmrrf Two HudMd Wh««U «»4 


Ofttny Hum taffcljr. 


Greater Mew York's tint bicycle big- 


gage oar baa been built by the Lof g In- 
land Railroad company and gitec a 
practical test. Five more will be added 
tor the summer trafflo. 


In the last-year the company b«» 


changed it* policy entirely regarding 
Carrying Bicycles, and instead of looking 
upon them as nuisances has done con- 
siderable to encourage wheelmen to nse 
the railroad. 


The new cars have racks fastened on 


the sides and hooks arranged through 
the center of the oar along the roof by 
which wheels are assured of reasonably 
aafe passage. The old way of throwing 
valuable machines together in a bnnch 
has been abolished entirely. It wrench- 
ed the joints, played havoc with the 
delicate parts of the machinery and of- 
ten rendered the bicycle temporarily uso- 
less. Cyclists objected strenuously, but 
railroad officials shrugged their shoul- 
ders and told them it was the best they 
could do. They treated the whael as 
baggage and "let it go at that." 


A party of wheelmen made the trip 


from New York to Babylon on the new 
car recently. Their wheels were stored 
in the car, some in racks and some hnng 
from the hooks of the roof. When they 
were taken off, after the 30 mile ride, 
not one of them was injured or even 
scratched or marred. The cyclists rode 
to Patohogne, and then returned to New 
York, the wheels again giving the new 
appliances a test in the oygle car. At 
the end of the mn all were in good con- 
dition and ready for instant service. 


Each of the new cars has mechanical 


appliances to rack 144 wheels, and 200 
bioyoles can be carried without any 
damage. 
The new oars are modeled 


somewhat after the pattern of bicycle 
baggage oars on the French railroads.— 
New York Journal.

At 7.30 o'clock Mr. Sharrow ascended a 


16-foot ladder to slip a bolt upon a pulley, 
and to do this he had I -• reach over a 
shaft which ia at right .. -'as with the 
one upon which the b^\< <ras to be ad- 
justed. The shaft over ivh h he reached 
was running at the rate 01133 revolutions 
a minute, and upon this his jioket caught. 
Mr. Sharrow was whirled about the 
shaft with terrific force, his body striking 
a beam overhead with each revolution. 


The machine was stopped as soon as 


possible and Mr. Sharrow's body dropped 
to the floor. All of his clothing with the 
exception of one sock hang to the shaft. 
The injured man was covered 
with 


bruises and blood and groaned once or 
twice after striking the floor. Dr. Dewey 
was hastily called by telephone 
and 


reached the works at 7.60, bat Mr. Shar- 
row was dead befoie he arrived. 


Medical Examiner O. J. Brown was 


notified and arrived at the works at 8.40 
o'clock. He viewed the body and found 
it terribly mutilated, the back, arms and 
legs being broken in addition to number- 
less other injuries. The face was almost 
unrecognizable. 


The medical examiner gathered the 


facts in relation to the accident and 
ordered the body removed. It was taken 
in charge by Undertaker Comisky, who 
took it to his undertaking rooms and 
gave it the necessary attention before re- 
moving it to Mr. Sharrow's late home, 58 
Glen avenue. 


Mr. Sharrow had been in the habit of 


adjusting the belt as he attempted to do 
this morning, and it has also been done 
many times by Michael Collins, the third 
hand. Samuel Hill held the foot of the 
ladder when Mr. Sharrow went np this 
morning and the accident was witnessed 
by several men. Maurice Williams, who 
oils the main shafting, beard the pounding 
when Mr. Sharrook was being whirled 
around the shaft. He supposed a shaft 
had broken and harried to the spot, ar- 
riving just as Mr. Sharrow fell to the 
floor. He grasped the situation at once, 
rushed to the office and telephoned for 
medical aid. 


Mr. Williams aays that Mr. Sharrow's 


jacket was not tucked into his overalls 
and that the accident was caused by the 
end of the jacket coming in contact with 
the shaft. It was the worst accident that 
has occurred in this city in a long time. 


Mr. Sparrow was 28 yeara old and had 


been employed in the Windsor print 
works for quite a number of years. He 
was a faithful workmen and was well 
liked by his employers and associates in 
the works. He was married somewhat 
over a year ago and leaves a wife and one 
child. He is also survived by his father, 
one brother^and four sisters, all living in 
this city. His tragic death was a shook 
to the community and is an overwhelm- 
ing affliction to his family. 


Mr. Sharrow was a member of Court 


North Adams, Foresters of America, and 
of St, Jean Baptiste society, benefit orders 
from which his family will receive sub- 
stantial assistance. The funeral will be 
held Thursday.
